Micah

ings of these two men which close­

T here is this difference: Micah 
lived in the country and could have 
been called a com m oner.

He foresaw the

sion to God's requirem ents, the 
poor would be at peace and would 
dwell in security, each household 
under its own vine and fig tree. 
Isaiah vias

was a prince. He lived am ong the 
rich. He saw especially the politi­ 
cal sins of his nation and pleaded 
for political uprightness. To him 
the 
Messiah 
would 
com e

ruler, a m ighty God, the Prince 
of Peace. 
To Micah the Messiah w as to 
com e from the little insignificant 
country town of Bethlehem , out of 
the poor and needy, and he w as 
to be the ruler over all people. 
M icah's prophecy is a short one. 
P e rh a p s he 
uttered 
m an y 
and 
lengthy prophecies, but the seven 
short 
chap ters 
we have 
in our 
Bible a re the only utterances th at 
have been preserved for us. 
As a young m an Micah knew 
about the sins of Israel and he 
prophesied of its destruction by As­ 
syria and he lived to see his proph­ 
ecy fulfilled. In his day Assyria 
was a m ighty, w arlike nation, the 
te rro r and d read of all nations 
n e a r it. F a rth e r to the east another 
m ighty nation w as to becom e the 
scourge of the then known world, 
the Babylon that was to be. 
Micah saw a world in turm oil, 
people m ad at each other, warring 
again st each other, destroying each 
other. He foretold w ars against his 
own people and destructive depre­ 
dations in his own land. His proph­ 
ecy m ight be considered as writ- 


larg er arm ies: nations 
spending 
enorm ous su m s in preparation to 
vent their hatred and m urderous 
¡ntent against their fellow nations. 


Micah. 
also, 
in our Scripture, 
foretells a new and a better d ay — 
a day in which nations shall learn 
w ar no m ore and a day in which 
they shall convert their 
instru­ 
m ents of destruction into tools of 
construction and production. 
This is a m essage of peace, a 
m essag e of a world on friendly 
te rm s. We all may w onder when 
M icah's prophecy will be fulfilled, 
when th at glad day of peace will 
truly com e and when nations shall 
indeed learn w ar no more. 
Micah 
tells 
us—not 
especially 
the tim e, but the conditions. For 
peace is not a cause—it is a result 
P eace is the result of certain con­ 
ditions which m ust precede peace.

And the co-op, 
as originally devised in 
Europe, 
and before income taxes, was prob 
ably quite moral. 
But. as an example of how 
to­ 
day's co-ops work in the US, let 
us consider the flourishing credh 
unions. 
These are co-operative 
savings and 
lending 
institutions 
organized among exployecs of a 


company, an industry or the gov­ 
ernment, a residential or associa­ 
tional group. 
Funds are raised 
by selling shares to members, and 
these funds, together with sub-1 
sidles unwished by private 
busi­ 
ness organizations, are loaned to 
borrowers. 
S i n c e the Federal 
Credit Union Act was passed in 
1934, they have grown from 2.450 
to 16,OIL *nd their assets from 40 
millions to nearly three billions! 
In the past ten years their num­ 
ber has doubled, and their assets 
multiplied seven times . . and at 
the expense of all the rest of us. 
For some mysterious reason, they 
pay no Federal or state income 
taxes whatever, and are also ex­ 
empt from other forms of busi­ 
ness taxation. 
Further, they are 
usually subsidized by firms whose 
employees are members, and re­ 
ceive free rent, light, heat - often 
free management and clerical help 
- free advertising and free check­ 
off of savings and loan payments 
from payrolls! 
A recent study of the National 
Tar Equality Association showed 
the credit unions enjoyed a tax 
subsidy of nearly five percent on 
outstanding loans. 
To get some 
idea of the tax burden this one 
ty p e of co-operative is shoving off 
on the rest of us, you might apply 
that figure to their 1955 loans • $1,

When Cherne raced into th* 
Hungarian capital with medics 
supplies dispatched by the Inter- 
saw the Communists’ own weap­ 
on, .the general strike, he turn* 
against them. 
Revolutionary workers’ councils 
had shut every factory in the land 
Instead of manning the assem­ 
bly lines. They managed the para­ 
pets, 
clumsily 
turning 
machina 
guns on the routes the Rod army 
would have to take. 
“Literally every factory of any 
kind grfand to swift halt,” Chelas 
reported.

worker action was a total strike of 
every trolley, bus and train from 
one end of Hungary to the other, 
including those sectors under Req 
control. 
“Even on the tenth day after 
Oct. 23,' when it looked to them 
that they had won the revolution, 
not a train moved because they 
(the National Federation of th* 
Free Hungarian Trade 
Unions) 
had pledged that no train wouio 
move until the last Red soldier 
had left Hungarian soil. 
“ In Budapest, the earliest sigc 
of the revolution was that all tbs 
trolleys were either blown up 
set on fire or turned on tteir skies 
by the Transport Workers Uh 
ion. The overhanging 
electrical 
cables were ripped 
from 
then 
moorings and lay twisted in th* 
streets like the youngsters of th* 
workers who had been mow ed 
down by guns rushed in from the 
Workers’ Paradise. 
“The only men exempted from 
the general strike were those who 
could drive trucks. They were put 
at the wheels of open backed 
trucks and they moved food and 
supplies from the 
Austrian bor­ 
der, where they made contact 
with the representatives of th* 
anti-Communist Austrian unions. 
“Another workers* pledge, espe­ 
cially meaningful to the Hungar­ 
ian worker, who even in the midst 
of deepest deprivation still en­ 
joyed an occasional inexpensive 
glass of wine, was the voluntary 
oath that no alcoholic beverages 
would be sold or drunk until the 
revolution succeeded.” 
From other sources, came word 
of the electrical worker*’ action. 
The Revolutionary Workers Coun­ 
cil of the Budapest Electricity 
Workers broadcast to their fellow- 
Hungarians not to think they were 
strike breaking when they were 
observed fixing power lines. 
They 
said: 
“Apart 
from 
th# 
needs of the population and of 
hospitals, we will supply no elec­ 
tricity until Soviet troops evacuate 
the whole of Hungary.” 
Some of Hungarian labor was 
more violent with the stage man­ 
agers of the “Workers* Paradise.** 
Members of the Railway Workers 
Revolutionary Council caught up 
with f o r m e r Communist party 
boss Erno Gem 
It was not a 
pretty thing. They tore him to 
pieces. 
Anc though machine guns wert 
manning the barricades for free­ 
dom. the Hungarian workers took 
some precious hours out of their 
few days al free men and ousted 
Communists from union leader­ 
ship and workers' councils. 
From Budapest on Nov. 1, ram* 
the following labor broadcast: 
“Stalinist sectarian leaders have 
been 
removed. 
Factories 
have 
truly and irrevocably come into 
the hands of the workers. This 
revolution has also made the lib­ 
eration of the trade union move­ 
ment possible so that, independent 
of all party and government in­ 
fluence, the trade unions can in­ 
deed become the militant and con­ 
sistent organization representing 
the interests of the workers.”
